Mr. Listug to ld o f ma ny fa lla cies o f the bill a nd sta ted the Ser­ 
v icemen's Rea djustment Act o f 19 44 is fa r fro m perfect. 
He 
pra ised the effo rts o f the Amer­ 
ica n Leg io ri in spo nso ring the 
leg isla tio n, but empha sized tha t 
the present bill, o s it is wo rk­ 
ing o ut in a ctua l pra ctice, is 
no t wha t the Leg io n wo rked sc 
hard for or the kin d of bill that 
they wan ted. 
Mr. Listug blames the un work-* 
able features of the loan provis­ 
ion s of the bill to the fact that 
it wras rushed through Con gress 
six weeks before the n ation al elec­ 
tion last y ear by politician s for 
vote gettin g purposes. 
He cited as eviden ce of the un ­ 
workability of the bill that fact 
that durin g the n in e mon ths sin ce 
the bill became the law of the lan d,

have been fciiiade in the whole coun -

Thpre have been 112 fires in the 
forest preserves since January 1, 
burning over G12 acres, including 
15b acres of fine w'oodland and 
young forest 
plantings. 
There 
need not have been O N E if peo­ 
ple only understood the 
damage 
done by forest and graim fires. 
Every spring and 
every 
fall, 
thousands of acres of p rairk and 
vacant subdivisions are burned off 
Some of these fires jump over in-* 
to forest preserves. 
Many fires 
.stait inside the preserves, or along 
their highway borders, from mat­ 
ches, cigarettes 
or 
pipe 
dottle 
thrown aside by careless people. 
Mome start from picnic fires. 
A 
lew are kindled by boys who have 
.seen their parents or neighbors do 
thc^&ame thing at home. 
-Most people believe that 
the 
prairies should bo burned off ‘ to 
make 
better grass. ’ 
The new 
gieen grass shows more quickly 
when the old grass and weeds have 
been so removoil. 
But the good, 
nutritious grasses, such as 
blue- 
giass, timothy ahd clover, are kill­ 
ed by repeated burning.s. Only the 
tough gras-ses, .such as crabgrass 
and 
quackgrass, 
survive 
these 
burnings and the^’ are of 
little 
value for pasture or hay. Most of 
the weed seeds are unharmed by 
such burnings. 
The native 
wild- 
Howers, however, disappear. Burn­ 
ing also destroys all food and cov­ 
er for birds and other wildlife. 
Fire in the w’oods kills the young 
trees and frequently so scars the 
trunks of the older trees that dis­ 
ease and insects can enter, even­ 
tually destroying them. 
Fire also 
consumes the fallen leaves, twigs 
and other vegetable matter which, 
if allowed to decay, provide neces­ 
sary natural fertilizer.

There have been 112 fires in the 
forest preserves since January I, 
burning over 612 acres, including 
150 acres of fine woodland and 
young forest 
plantings. 
There 
need not have been ONE if peo­ 
ple only understood the 
dam age 
done by lores! and grass fires. 
Every spring and 
every 
fall, 
thousands of acres of prairie and 
vacant subdivisions are burned off 
Some of these fires jum p over in­ 
to forest preserves. 
M any fires 
s ta rt inside the preserves, or along 
their highway borders, front m at­ 
ches, cigarettes 
or 
pipe 
dottle 
throw n aside by careless people, 
home sta rt from picnic tires. 
A 
lew are kindled by boys who have 
,?een their parents or neighbors do 
the same thing at home. 
Most people believe th at 
the 
prairies should be burned off ‘ to 
m ake 
better grass.” 
The new 
gjeen g rass shows more quickly 
when the old grass and weeds have 
been so removed. 
But the good, 
nutritious grasses, such as 
blue- 
gtass, tim othy and clover, are kill­ 
ed by repeated burnings. Only the 
tough grasses, such as crabgrass 
and 
quackgrass, 
survive 
these 
burnings and they are of 
little 
value for pasture or hay. Most of 
the weed seeds are unharm ed by 
such burnings. 
The native 
wild- 
i lowers, however, disappear. Burn­ 
ing also destroys all food anti cov­ 
er for birds and other wildlife. 
F ire in the woods kills the young 
trees and frequently so scars the 
trunks of the older trees th at dis­ 
ease anti insects can enter, even­ 
tually destroying them. 
F ire also 
consumes the fallen leaves, twigs 
and other vegetable m atter which, 
11 allowed to decay, provide neces­ 
sary natural fertilizer.

George O. Van Orden, Lt. Col. 
U. S. M arine Corps, recently wrote 
a letter to the Hoy Scouts of Am ­

‘One: in a battalion which it 
was my privilege to command for 
some tim e, we came to have some 
considerable reputation as Jungle 
fighters.

ers. 
On patrol they were never 
once am bushed; in fact, on several 
occasions in one m onth m y men 
turned the tables and bushwacked

get 
around in the bush day or night. 
My men never suffered from dis­ 
eases norm ally incidental to cam ­ 
paigning in the field; they knew 
how to be sanitary.

proved dangerou s to cottons, silk s, 
and synthetic fibers. 
Any one of 
them can weak en or cau se holes in 
flUwics. Many hou sewives have ex­ 
perienced this type of damage by 
aak nowdngly abu sing their linens. 
One hou sewife had this exper­ 
ience. When tak en ou t of storage 
and lau ndered for one of 
those 
*^MKrial occasions,” two of her fine 
linen damask banqu et cloths fell 
a ^ r t. What mysteriou s power w*as 
responsible ? 
The tw*o lau ndered cloths w’ere 
aant to the Inftitu te’s laboratories 
plong with the third cloth wrhich 
had been stored with the originals, 
hu t not lau ndered. 
The research 
•aperts fou nd a high content of ac­ 
id su lphate pre^nt in all thiec 
doths . . . an acid that constitu es 
as mu ch as 80'^ of a porcelain 
cleaner. 
Upon fu rther investiga­ 
tion 
the hou sewife 
remembered 
spilling a can of su ch a cleaner on 
the linens. 
Similar tj^'pes of damage occu r 


“In these cases, 
as 
in 
many 
others,” said George H. Johnson, 
General Manager of the Institu te, 
“the d am a^ is not always appar­ 
ent immediately. 
The fabric may 
be u sed and 
lau ndered 
several 
times before the damage showrs u p, 
or the deterioration may be so vig­ 
orou s that it might cau se holes 
to show u p within a few hou rs af­ 
ter contact.” 
So, in order to tak e better care 
of those sheets, towels, and table 
cloths—those 
ou t-for-the-du ration 
necessities—warns the Lau ndry In­ 
stitu te, treat you r linens wnth u t­ 
most care. 
Don’t u se them for 
cleaning jobs which satu rate the 
fibers with inju riou s home cleaning 
preparations — while non-inju riou s 
for the pu rpose for which they are 
designed, thg>* are “death” to tex­ 
tiles. 
Use them for what 
they 
were intended—and only for that. 


Contrary to the popu lar belief, 
tu bercu losis may strik e you ng chil­ 
dren, even infants.

ibercu losis, or “galloping consu mp- 
jtion.” This is a condition which is 
'difficu lt to treat since the germs 
I attack many parts of the child’s 
body at once. 
Tu bercu lou s men­ 
ingitis. another k iller, lik ewbe o c- 
: cu rs most often in babies or chil- 
jdren. 
I Usu ally in children a little older, 
“adu lt type” tu bercu losis occu rs, 
where infection lodges in the lu ng 
fidlowiiig 
prolonged exposu re to 
the disease. 
How* can the danger of tu bercu ­ 
losis be minimized among children ? 
There are five ru les every wise 
parent shou ld follow;

Mak e certain that you r child 
does not live with or near anyone 
k nown to have active tu bercu losis.

4. Be su re—don’t ju st gu ess— 
that vobr child gets health-bu ilding 
foods of all k inds and su fficient 
sleep to helj) him ward off tu ber­ 
cu losis and preserve general good 
health.

The Civil Service Commission is 
lau nching a new drive to s^u re 
nu rses for essential war service in 
Veterans Administration Hospitals 
and in other Federal hospitals. In 
a new folder entitled “Serve Those 
Who Served,” ju st released by the 
Commission, the need for nu rses 
to care for the war w'Qu nded is em­ 
phasized.

The shorUge of nu rses in Vet­ 
erans Administration Hospitals is 
particu larly acu te. Approximately 
2,000 nu rses are needed immedia­ 
tely to aid in caring for w^ou nd^ 
servicemen and women who still 
requ ire hospitalization after they 
have been discharged from the mil­ 
itary service. 
Civilian nu rses are also needed 
in Army hospitals to replace the 
Army nu rses who have gone over­ 
seas, and in U. S. Pu blic Health 
Service Hospitals to care for war 
casu alties of the Coast Gu ard, the 
Merchant Marine, the Army En­ 
gineer Corps, and the Army Trans­ 
port Service. 
To qu alify for a nu rsing posi­ 
tion in a Veterans Administration 
Hospital, applicants 
mu st 
have* 
gradu ated from a recognized school 
of nu rsing, and be registered in a 
State or Territory*, or in the Dis­ 
trict of Colu mbia. 
There are no 
age limits. 
The entrance .salary 
is $2,19 0 a 
year 
for * Gradu ate 
Nu rse positions. 
Some 
appoint­ 
ments are made to positions pa.>'- 
ing $1,9 70 a year, bu t after six 
months’ training su ccessfu lly com­ 
pleted, nu rses may be promoted to 
positions paying $2,19 0.

Nurses needed 
in veterans 
hospitals. 


The Civil Service Commission is 
launching a new drive to secure 
nurses for essential w ar service in 
Veterans Administration Hospitals 
and in other Federal hospitals. In 
a new’ folder entitled “Serve Those 
Who Served,” just released by the 
Commission, the need for nurses 
to care for the war wounded is em­ 
phasized. 
The shortage of nurses in Vet­ 
erans Administration Hospitals is 
particularly acute. Approximately 
2,Out) nurses are needed immedia­ 
tely to aid in caring for wounded 
servicemen and women who 
still 
require hospitalization after they 
have been discharged from the mil­ 
itary service. 
Civilian nurses are also needed 
in Army hospitals to replace the 
Army nurses who have gone over­ 
seas, and in U. S. Public Health 
Service Hospitals to care for war 
casualties of the Coast Guard, the 
Merchant Marine, the Army En­ 
gineer Corps, and the Army Trans­ 
port Service. 
To qualify for a nursing posi­ 
tion in a V eterans Administration 
Hospital, applicants m ust 
have 
graduated from a recognized school 
of nursing, and be registered in a 
State or Territory, or in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. 
There are no 
age limits. 
The entrance salary 
is $2,190 a 
year 
for - Graduate 
Nurse positions. 
Some 
appoint­ 
ments are made to positions pay­ 
ing $1,970 a year, but after six 
months’ training successfully com­ 
pleted, nurses may be promoted to 
positions paying $2,190.

Question: May I obtain, under 
the G. I. Bill of Rights, a loan to!

Recommendation to Congress by 
the War Food Administration to 
continue the present feed subsidy 
of IO cents a pound on butterfat 
throughout the third quarter 
of 
this year, beginning on July I, is 
welcome news 
to 
Cook 
county 
cream producers. 
There 
were 
some 
predictions 
that this subsidy would be reduced 
to 0 cents a pound during the third 
and fourth quarter of 1945. 
Further stimulation to the pro­ 
duction of cream for buttermak­ 
ing was given by the recommenda­ 
tion that the subsidy be increased 
to IG cents a pound for the fourth 
quarter of the year, beginning on 
October I. 
Officials of the National Cream 
quality 
program 
point out that 
with a subsidy of IO cents a pound 
for 9 months of the year and IG 
cents for three mon/hs, the aver­ 
age subsidy for the year will be 
IIH cents. 
Figuring 
conserva­ 
tively that the average annual but­ 
ter fat ii reduction of cows is 175 


pounds, this means that the cream 
j producer will receive 
a subsidy 
I payment of $20.12% 
cents 
per 
cow. 
A producer with a herd of 
G cows will receive $120.75. 
This 
sum is increased, of course, when 
the cows produce more than 175 
pounds of butterfat a year. 


Government reports indicate that 
1,810,000,000 pounds of butter were 
produced in the United States last 
year.

To produce th ’s 
amount of butterfat, 38,200,000,000 
pounds of 4 per cent milk was re­ 
quired.

Expect increase 
in corn borer, 
chinch bugs 


“Recently we talked with Mr 
IL E. Apple, Assistant State En­ 
tomologist who indicated that we 
may expect an increase in corn 
Do rev and possibly chinch bugs,’ 
states Farm Adviser, C. A. H ugh­ 
es. 
“The practical means of con­ 
trol of these two pests is first, for 
corn borer do not plant corn un­ 
til after May 15. 
From May 15 .o 
June I we believe th at the iiues- 
tation will not be too great. For 
chinch bugs we usually find bugs 
coming from oats into corn fields 
where they do their damage. Heavy 
rains about the time the bugs are 
just hatching out, for a prolonged 
period with high humidity usually 
Mils chinch bugs. 
From all ap­ 
pearances 1945 may be dry which 
will be favorable to bugs and un­ 
favorable to com borer. 
There­ 
fore we would suggest that chinch 
bugs will usually bother corn ad­ 
joining on oats, wheat or barley 
fields. 
We doubt th at the bug> 
will be as bad as they were in 
1934 and possibly if we avoid as 
far as possible keeping oats and 
corn f olds together this will be 
sufficient. 
“ It is our opinion that 
it 
is 
cheaper to let bugs have two or 
three acres of corn than it is to 
put in a lot of time building bar­ 
riers unless the bugs are 
veiy, 
very bad. 
A strip of area per­ 
haps two or three acres wide be­ 
tween oats and corn will help a 
little but not a great deal in pre­ 
venting bugs moving from 
oats 
into corn.”

The critical periods in pork pro­ 
duction are gestation, lactation and 
the period from birth to 75 pounds, 
says J. L. Krider, University of Il­ 
linois College of Agriculture. The 
brood sow and pigs should have 
green succulent pastures through­ 
out as much of the year as pos­ 
sible. 
Pastures supply 
the B-2 
factors, vitamin A and

With pigs on good green succulent 
pastures, vitamin deficiencies are 
not likely. 
However, we still need 
to be concerned about supplying

The story of how Bob Oliver, an 
Army medic from Palatine, brav­ 
ed two miles of enemy machine gun 
and sniper fire to rescue suffering 
comrades was told this week in the 
announcement of a citation given 
to him. The citation follows: 
‘‘Robert J. Oliver, 36657699, Pri­ 
vate First Class, Medical Depart­ 
ment, United States Army. 
For 
heroic achievement in action on 5 
March 1945, near Castel d’Aiano, 
Italy. Assigned to relay casualties 
from an aid station to the rear, 
Private First Class Oliver braved 
enemy sniper and 
machine 
gun 
fire to reach wounded two miles 
away after previous attempts to 
rescue suffering comrades had fail­ 
ed. 
“Although he was harassed by 
enemy sniper^and machine 
gun 
fire and confronted with terrain 
features that made any undertak­ 
ing hazardous, he rendered inval­ 
uable service in aiding speedy ev­ 
acuation of 
wounded 
personnel. 
His unselfish service and enterpris­ 
ing heroism are graphically illus­ 
trative of the highest traditions of 
the United States Army.”
